LONDON.— Delegatca  of  23  coun- 
tries recently  met  for  the  first  in- 
ternational radar  coriference  in 
London  at  the  Invitation  of  Britain. 
The  delegates  were  ahown  the  “Plan 
Position  Indkator."  the  Lorao  and 
other  radar  devices  which,  only  a 
year  ago,  were  “top  secrets''  most 
carefully  guarded.  They  were  slso 
shown  a radar  installation  specially 
developed  tor  the  peacetime  use  of 
merchant  ships  by  the  Admiralty; 
an  installation  which.  It  is  hoped, 
will  set  the  standard  lor  the  whole 
world. 

Looking  back  over  the  U.'st  two 
centuries,  the  gifts  which  Brlialn 
has  contributed  to  civilization  have 
been  considerable  They  hsve  varleii 
from  “Ideas'*  which  have  fomtd 
World-Wide  acceptance  to  concrete 
Inventions  which  have  played  a vital 
part  In  bulldUig  up  all  Uiat  we  mean 
by  ‘'clviUxation." 

U Ik  perhaps  natural  that  the 
majurity  of  the  concrete  inventions 
should  be  concerned  with  the  sea, 
on  which  BrlUiq's  prosperity  as 
well  as  her  safety  depended.  A 
good  example  u the  marine  chrono- 
meter. the  foundation  upon  which 
the  safe  and  efflciml  navigaUun  of 
the  seas  had  to  be  based.  Until  the

universally-accepted  Idea  Uiat  orig- 
inated in  the  mind  of  an  EngUsn- 
man.

The  prisc-wlnnlng  cliroiuMnetcr 
had  to  bw  sufflcienUy  accurate  to 
enable  a ship  lo  calculate  her  posi- 
tion within  30  miles  after  a six 
weeks'  voyage  without  sighting  land.

The  Pllfflxoil  line  which  maikx  the 
safe  loading  point  on  shliM  In  differ- 
ent seas  and  seasons  was  another 
Idea  which  Britain  gave  to  Interna- 
tional navigation,  one  of  many  to 
end  the  scandal  of  “coffin  ships." 
As  the  premier  maritime  nation  It 
was.  perhaps,  natural  that  Britain 
should  be  the  first  to  have  an  of- 
ficial hydrographic  department  for 
surveying  the  oceans.  It  became 
Iradltlnnal  to  supply  these  charts 
without  question  to  sallun  of  all 
nations,  a tradition  that  has  been 
followed— with  few  exceptlonik— by 
the  other  nations  which  one  by  one 
have  set  up  hydrographic  dlBces. 

The  idea  of  a volimlary  lifeboat 
sendee  with  equipment  to  rescue  the 
sailors  of  all  nations  originated  In 
Brttaln  and  has  been  widely  copied
